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EDITORIAL NOTE 


The proceedings of the Annual Meeting are 
continued in the present issue to be completed in 
February by the usual official reports, the address 
of Professor C. H. Judd, on The Psychology of the 
Learning Processes at the Higher Levels, and the 
report of the Committee on Requirements for the 
Master of Arts Degree. 

The stenographic report of the discussion of 
conditions and methods in various chapters con- 
tained so much important material that copies have 
been sent to all chapter officers in anticipation of 
their use at meetings. 

In connection with announcements of actual or 
anticipated salary reductions in a number of colleges, 
particular interest attaches to the address of 
President Hutchins in this issue. It is not always 
evidert to legislators that the hardship to the 
individual teacher, serious as it may be, is not the 
only harm done by drastic cuts in college salaries, 
from the demoralizing effects of which institutions 
recover very slowly. 

For the new committee on College and University 
Teaching an informal meeting of members present 
in New Orleans during the recent meeting of the 
American Association for the Advancement of 
Science was held there December 29. Professor 
H. L. Dodge of the University of Oklahoma, having 
been granted leave of absence, will visit various 
institutions during the next few months as Field 
Secretary of the committee. 

A statement of Income Tax decisions and rulings 
of special interest to members of the profession is 
in preparation. 
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MESSAGE FROM PRESIDENT COOK 
To the Members of the Association: 


The most important task which confronts the Association during 
the coming year is the study of college and university teaching, for 
which the grant of $20,000 has been made. That one of the leading 
foundations should recognize the Association as an organization not 
only interested in but also capable of carrying on constructive efforts 
to place college and university teaching on a higher level of effective- 
ness is an encouraging sign of the times. The carrying out of the 
project ought to do much to dispel the common impression of the un- 
informed that the primary or chief purpose of the Association is the 
protection of its members, or even the promotion of freedom of teach- 
ing and research. Important as are the functions of our Committee 
on Academic Freedom and Tenure, it cannot be too greatly empha- 
sized that the purposes of the Association are far broader. In issuing 
the call for the meeting at which the Association was formed, the 
Committee on Organization formulated a statement of the purposes of 
the proposed organization which has never been improved upon. 
That statement was as follows: 

“. .. to bring about more effective cooperation among the members 
of the profession in the discharge of their special responsibilities as 
custodians of the interests of higher education and research in 
America; to promote a more general and methodical discussion of 
problems relating to education in higher institutions of learning; to 
create means for the authoritative expression of the public opinion of 
the body of college and university teachers; to make collective action 
possible, and in general to maintain and advance the ideals and 
standards of the profession.”’ 

If anyone will take the trouble to go through the issues of the Bulle- 
tins of the Association from Volume I to date, he will be convinced 
that those who have been in charge of the destinies of the Association 
have all along kept these larger purposes in view. It seems clear that 
the members of the Association may rest assured that this will 
continue to be the policy of the officers. : 

The past year has been one of progress. In spite of the increase in 
dues which was made a year ago, the number of members has grown 
steadily until it is now over eleven thousand. If the officers of the 
local chapters will use only slight efforts during the coming year, this 
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can readily be pushed up to twelve or thirteen thousand. It is 
estimated that there are perhaps sixty thousand persons eligible for 
membership. Surely we ought to be able to enroll twenty-five per 
cent of that number. 

The appointment service has been used more than in previous 
years but must still be regarded as in the experimental stage. Its 
success will depend in large measure upon the willingness of college 
and university authorities to avail themselves of its services. The 
experiment should be continued for the full five years which was 
originally agreed upon as a trial period. 

During the past year a general study of conditions of appointment 
and tenure in institutions of higher learning in this country was under- 
taken and will be continued during the coming year. It has already 
become apparent that the task of ascertaining the facts in reference to 
these matters is a difficult one, and that too much must not be hoped 
for from the study. 

The Association faces the problems of the coming year with greater 
confidence than ever before. More and more, college and university 
authorities generally are coming to recognize that our Association 
seeks to approach its tasks with the desire to promote cooperation 
between Administration and Faculty; that its efforts are directed not 
primarily to the protection of its members but to the welfare of 
higher education as a whole; that it is interested in security of tenure 
for college and university teachers only so far as that contributes to 
the development of that freedom of teaching and research which lies 
at the basis of all good teaching and all sound research.

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ANNUAL MEETING ADDRESSES 


ADDRESS OF THE RETIRING PRESIDENT, THE ADVANCEMENT 
OF TEACHING! 


Eighteen years ago a small group of university professors met in 
New York City to discuss the possibility of organizing themselves into 
an association for the furtherance of their common interests. Until 
that occasion it had never occurred to most college teachers that they 
constituted a profession. Divided and subdivided into learned 
societies on the basis of their respective fields of specialization they 
looked upon themselves as historians, physicists, economists, and 
mathematicians rather than as members of one great fraternity with 
common ideals, aims, and problems. It is therefore less than two 
decades since the college professors of America began to realize the 
fact that their common vocation imposed upon them the chief 
responsibility for one of the most vital interests in modern civilization ; 
namely, the guidance of higher education along sound and progressive 
lines. 


The American Association of University Professors was organized 
as a means of impressing this vital responsibility upon all members of 
the academic profession. It was designed to provide a channel for 
cooperative action and for a collective expression of professorial 
sentiment. The governing boards and executive heads of universities 
and colleges did not hail the new organization with any marked 
enthusiasm in 1913. Some of them were inclined to look upon it as a 
protective device, a step in the direction of unionizing the profession, 
and one which might eventually turn the colleges into closed shops 
with walking delegates and collective bargaining. 

But the intervening years have completely dissipated these misgiv- 
ings. The Association has held firmly to its original purpose, which 
is to promote the general welfare of higher education rather than to 
safeguard the special interests of its own members. Its work has 
been of wide range and constructive character. This demonstration 
of usefulness has given the Association a steadily increasing appeal to 
the academic profession, as is shown by the fact that its membership 
has now risen to nearly eleven thousand. It has virtually doubled in 
the last six years and keeps on increasing despite increased dues and 
economicd epressions.

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The Problem of Better Teaching 


It may not be inappropriate, therefore, to glance back along the 
vista of these eighteen years and note a few of the significant changes 
which have taken place in matters affecting the interests of higher edu- 
cation, more especially those relating to the advancement of teaching. 
For college professors are primarily teachers, even though considerable 
portions of their time may be given to research or to administrative 
work, and it is by promoting the effectiveness of teaching in all its 
phases that their organization can best justify its existence. 

The present juncture is a timely one, moreover, for the study of 
collegiate teaching methods by teachers themselves because they are 
about the only ones who have had, thus far, little or no share in it. 
Studies of methods in individual subjects have been made by teachers, 
of course, but the fundamentals of good teaching must be the same in 
all fields of the curriculum. If all knowledge is one, there must be some 
degree of unity in the process of imparting it effectively. Our work as 
teachers has also been surveyed a great many times from outside our 
own ranks—by college administrators, by committees of educational 
experts, by intelligence testers, and by people from various agencies of 
educational research who have felt qualified to tell college instructors 
how their work may best bedone. Questionnaires by the bushel have 
been sent to students and to alumni asking them to point out the de- 
ficiencies of individual teachers and of teachers asa class. These short- 
comings have then been tabulated, totalled, averaged, and generalized 
upon. Such surveys, in which educational psychologists have assumed 
a large part, have resulted in long and varied lists of recommendations, 
most of which have fallen on barren ground. It ought to be axiomatic 
that improvements in the competence and standards of any profes- 
sion, if they are to be substantial and enduring, must be self-initiated; 
they must come from within. In this case they must come from 
the teachers themselves, not from the teachers of teachers. 

A few months ago the Association presented this point of view to the 
Carnegie Foundation for the Advancement of Teaching with a 
request that funds be provided for a self-survey of their work by the 
university and college professors of the United States in the hope that 
some constructive recommendations for the improvement of teaching 
methods might be the outcome. The Foundation was prompt and 
cordial in its response to this request. In cooperation with the 
Carnegie Corporation it generously agreed to provide the money 
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needed by the American Association of University Professors to 
finance the inquiry on an adequate scale. Hitherto all the surveys 
and studies conducted by the Association have been financed from its 
own treasury. This has entailed large personal sacrifices on the part 
of those engaged in the work. The Association owes an enduring 
debt of gratitude to those of its members whose interest and devotion 
has resulted in the preparation of so many comprehensive and 
authoritative studies of academic problems during the past eighteen 
years. It is to these loyal and uncompensated workers that the 
organization owes its reputation for solid work, and it is this reputa- 
tion that has now brought outside recognition of great significance. 
As an even broader consideration it is well to have, from time to 
time, an inventory of our progress in the art of teaching, with a study 
of its drift and direction. For it is only by utilizing the applied science 
of hindsight that we can accurately fix the landmarks of advance and 
determine whether we are on the right course. College professors, 
like other men, have need of perspective. Specialists in their 
several fields, they are under strong temptation to narrow the focus 
of their vision and to overlook fundamental changes in the academic 
world as a whole. The scholar is always in danger of becoming a 
scholastic, holding his own specialty so close before his eyes that it 
obscures the great panorama of transformation beyond. Every great 
calling undergoes some change in its relation to the social order from 
decade to decade. It gains or loses influence, becomes more effective 
or less so, and strengthens or weakens its ideals. The change is 
sometimes so gradual and so insidious as to escape the notice of those 
who ought to discern it earliest. Universities and colleges may be 
traditionally conservative, as we are frequently assured, yet the 
years since the beginning of the World War have probably seen 
greater changes in the position, prestige, objectives, methods, distrac- 
tions, and public relations of the American university than came to 


’ pass during any similar period of its history. These changes have 


affected the whole fabric of academic life and more particularly they 
have modified the relation of the teacher to what is expected of him. 


The Expansion of Student Enrolment in Its Relation to Problems of 
Teaching 


More is expected of the college teacher nowadays than in the old 
days of smaller enrolment. The quality of the instruction demanded 
from a college teacher is in part dependent upon the material that is 
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permitted to invade his ciassroom. It is easier, by a good deal, to 
burnish fine gold than to put a shine on pot metal. But higher 
education as an industry has undergone a great expansion during the 
past dozen years. The number of students in our universities and 
colleges is about twice what it was when the war came toanend. The 
colleges like to think that the reason for this extraordinary expansion is 
to be found in a new evaluation of higher learning on the part of 
American youth. That may have been a contributing cause; but 
the economic prosperity of the post-war decade undoubtedly had 
something to do with it. The resort of young men and women to the 
universities and colleges is to some extent a reflection of the nation’s 
economic resources. Higher wages and earnings during the years 
1919-29 pushed many thousands of American families into the 
college-eligibility class. The pressure became so great, in fact, that 
many institutions felt themselves obliged to impose strict, numerical 
limitations. Most of them did this, however, after the peak had 
virtually been reached. 

There can be little doubt that this great expansion in the size of the 
student body, coming as it did within a short space of time, involved 
some deterioration in undergraduate intellectual competence. To 
that extent it increased the difficulties of effective instruction. The 
raw material with which the college teacher has had to deal during 
these latter years underwent not only an increase but a dilution. 
Some of the expansion has been represented by the gathering in of 
young men and women who have no serious purpose to derive benefit 
from the scholastic opportunities which a college provides. They 
have been drawn into the vortex by social motives, by the lure of 
athletics, or in some cases by the mere desire to postpone the days of 
hard work and self-support. 

The percentage of undergraduate students who are now in college 
and ought not to be there is a matter on which opinions may differ. 
To some extent it depends upon the college. Institutions which 
maintain and strictly enforce high standards for admission have been 
able to keep the proportion relatively small. But there are others in 
which the requirements are so low or the enforcement so lax that a 
very considerable fraction of the student body, perhaps thirty or forty 
per cent, is made up of those who ought not to be in college at all. 
Their presence is a dead weight in every classroom. To them the 
instructor's voice is like the sound of lead dollars falling on soft pine. 
They proceed on the principle that in the bright lexicon of youth 
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there’s no such word as “‘fail’’—if the college will only set its standards 
low enough. 

As an offset to all this there is the general impression among college 
teachers that students in the upper levels of the undergraduate body 
are more serious, more ambitious, and more alert than they were in 
days when the enrolment was smaller. More of them aspire to honor 
rank at graduation. These undergraduates read more than their 
fathers did; they write more, take more tests, turn in more essays, 
come to more conferences, and are the creatures of an infinitely more 
extensive paternalism; but whether they think more or are getting a 
better education is by no means so certain although the preponder- 
ance of the testimony is in that direction. 


+ The Growth and Dilution of Teaching Staffs 


The growth of student enrolment during the past dozen years has 
necessitated an equally impressive expansion in teaching staff of 
universities and colleges. It is probably within bounds to say that 
the faculties of American universities and colleges have doubled 
during this interval. Obviously so great an increase could not take 
place without some lowering of the qualifications which had tradi- 
tionally been maintained for university teaching positions, especially 
in the lower ranks. The competition for young scholars became for a 
time extremely brisk. There was a bull market for the products of 
our graduate schools, even for the half-finished products. Many 
young men were persuaded to start their teaching careers before they 
had completed their work for the doctorate. College faculties, in 
many instances, became “top-heavy at the bottom.” The dilution 
here was almost as marked as in the student body. 

Meanwhile, of course, the scale of teaching salaries was raised, but 
the rise did not keep pace with the increased earnings of men in the 
other professions. Taking the country as a whole the remuneration 
of college faculties is said to be about seventy per cent higher than it 
was fifteen years ago. The advance has been greater than this in some 
institutions but less in others. It will be urged that by reason of the 
general fall in prices which has taken place within the past two years 
the economic condition of the profession is better than it used to be; 
but the declining price level has brought to college professors a smaller 
relative advantage than accrues to most other classes in the com- 
munity. This is because his expenditures for books, scientific 
periodicals, travel, the education of children, membership fees in 
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learned societies, income taxes—all of which figure in the professorial 
budget—have scarcely dropped at all, and in some cases they have 
actually increased. 

It is hardly justifiable to say, therefore, as some legislators and 
college budget-makers have been saying, that there is no need to raise 
the salaries of college professors under existing conditions because 
they have had a real increase through the deflation of prices. To 
these teachers the deflation has meant a good deal less than the fall 
in the general price index would imply. The economic status of the 
profession, when all things are taken into account, is not appreciably 
better thr it was before the World War began. 

Speaking generally, the standards of remuneration in all walks of 
life are not fixed by the nature of one’s work but by the amount of 
responsibility involved in it. Heads of corporations are highly paid 
because theirs is the responsibility for earning the dividend. The 
college teacher has in fact an equally large responsibility, but of an 
intangible sort. It is his obligation to help prepare the nation’s 
leaders of the next generation, and no task could be of more vital 
consequence; but the public imagination does not sense this fact. 
It looks on the college teacher as a sort of retail salesman who peddles 
knowledge to reluctant youth by more or less high-pressure methods, 
rather than a moulder of lives and a builder of human ideals. The 
public at large remains incredibly oblivious to the part which is 
played by higher education in the economy of modern life. It does 
not realize that the promotion of it is perhaps the most vital of all our 
long-range interests. 

Yet no profession can permanently succeed if it disregards the 
ordinary economic motives which influence capable young men in 
their choice of a life-work, and it is a fact beyond peradventure that 
those who adopt the vocation of college teaching at the present time 
must do so at a sacrifice of worldly comfort and security. So long as 
this situation remains it is inevitable that the brightest young college 
graduates and those who are endowed with the best personal qualifica- 
tions will not be recruited into the profession of college teaching. 
They will go into the legal profession, or into business, or journalism, 
fields in which outstanding competence can count on being properly 
requited. 

Hence the problem of increasing the worldly attractiveness of the 
academic profession is not one that concerns teachers alone, or even 
colleges alone. It is pertinent to the future of higher education in 
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America. One of the ironies of American life is that we hear so much 
about the nobility of the teacher’s work, his responsibility for the 
guardianship of the nation’s youth, and his outstanding part in the 
advancement of knowledge—and vet so inadequately translate all 
this homage into legal tender. It is no sufficient answer to say that 
the average remuneration of college professors is probably equal to 
that of men in other professions. Capable young men are not drawn 
into any of the professions by the law of averages. They prefer to 
take a chance on the law of probabilities, even though the chance be 
small. In other words it is the dazzle of the rewards at the top that 
allures young men of high capacity into the choice of a life career, and 
college teaching provides almost no grand prizes that can be cashed 
at a bank. 

This handicap has been somewhat offset, however, by other features 
of the academic life which give it agreeableness and prestige. The 
intellectual stimulus, the romance of exploration into new domains of 
knowledge, the daily contact with congenial associates, the relative 
security of tenure, the long vacations, the opportunity to live in 
contact with the perennial springs of youth—these attractions of the 
collegiate circle are not to be despised by men who can distinguish 
between the glitter and the gold of life. Such men, drawn into the 
professorial fraternity despite the economic sacrifices involved, have 
given it prestige in the eyes of the community. They have kept alive 
the tradition of academic idealism. But it is a question how long such 
men can keep it alive if the intangible allurements are slowly sapped 
away through an impairment of the teacher's security of tenure or 
through restrictions placed upon his liberty in the pursuit of truth. 

College professors have been partly paid in imponderables, among 
which is the prestige which men of their calling have traditionally 
enjoyed. But this prestige seems to be on the decline in some such 
way as happened to the status of clergymen during the nineteenth 
century. One reason, perhaps, is that professors have become so 
much more plentiful. Their profession has ceased to have any 
monopoly value. Something may also be attributed to their eclipse 
in the public eye by the functionaries of academic administration. 
When the college speaks nowadays, it speaks through its president, 
deans, directors, or athletic coaches. So far as most laymen are 
concerned they rarely hear of any professor unless he does or says 
something absurd. The inevitable result is to create an impression 
that the life of a college teacher is a very humdrum affair, devoid of 
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authority, variety, or dramatic interest, unless he chooses to do some- 
thing else than teach. For this decline in prestige the professor may 
pay momentarily; but the college will pay in the end. 

President Hutchins of the University of Chicago has said that the 
chief objective of a college should be to strengthen and dignify the 
work of its professors. There are three common-law rights which it 
should assure them; namely, adequate compensation, sufficient 
opportunities for research and intellectual self-advancement, and 
reasonable security of tenure, which is a synonym for reasonable 
freedom of thought and expression. In addition it ought to give 
the professor some choice as to the methods whereby he imparts his 
instruction, and it should try to bar the academic gates against those 
who are unlikely to gain much benefit from instruction when they get 
inside. 

But every right carries an obligation with it. The right to 
adequate compensation requires as a corollary that professors shall 
give every ounce of their competence to the institutions which they 
serve. Every college teacher, moreover, has an obligation to the 
advancement of knowledge in his own field of specialization, a duty 
inherent in his calling as a prophet of truth. The right to security of 
tenure cannot be defended except in the light of a guid pro quo. Itis 
something for which the teacher must be ready to make personal 
sacrifice. 


The Tenure Question 


The growing tendency to depart from the old tradition of profes- 
sorial tenure in the United States is one of the most sinister signs of the 
times so far as the advancement of teaching is concerned. When 
people ask why college professors should expect any greater security 
of tenure than do men in other professions they betray a misty sense 
of the realities. The college professor is not claiming a vested right. 
He is not concerned with permanence of tenure as a measure of self- 
protection. The Supreme Court of the United States does not guard 
the tenure of the whole federal judiciary because it is moved by 
solicitude for the personal welfare of the individual judge. On the 
contrary it is merely upholding the sound doctrine, constitutionally 
and traditionally established, that security of tenure is the bulwark of 
judicial independence and the most vital of all factors in maintaining 
the standards of the federal bench. What would become of judicial 
independence if the executive branch of the government had power to 
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employ judges on one-year contracts and to dismiss them at will? 
The answer to that question is given by countries which tried some 
such arrangement in days which are now happily gone by. 

The college teacher looks upon his own profession in the same light. 
He knows that liberty of teaching and research are dependent upon a 
feeling of personal security. They go together and cannot be sepa- 
rated. Without security the teacher’s independence of action in the 
quest for truth becomes a fiction. Without security the greatest of 
his intangible satisfactions is gone. College presidents and boards of 
trustees ought to be the first to see that nothing will more surely 
destroy the confidence of the college student in his teachers than a 
feeling that such instructors purchase their daily bread at the price of 
pleasing those in executive authority over them. 

This warning needs more emphasis today than at any time hereto- 
fore because a few institutions have not scrupled to use the existing 
business depression as an excuse for releasing teachers of long and 
efficient service. Pleading shortage of funds they have grasped the 
opportunity to rid themselves of instructors whose only shortcoming 
has been an intellectual restlessness under administrative constraint. 
By so doing they have struck at the morale of their own faculties and 
challenged the solidarity of the whole academic profession. Very 
happily, however, the oldest and best institutions in the United States 
have unanimously maintained their traditions of security, even at 
the cost of unbalanced budgets. Some of them have incurred con- 
siderable deficits rather than reduce salaries or let their teachers go. 
To these broad-visioned universities and colleges the well-being of 
higher education in America will owe a great deal in the years to 
come. 


The Number and Variety of Present-Day Experiments in Improved 
Methods of Teaching ’ 


It is sometimes argued, as an objection to permanence of academic 
tenure, that teachers who feel their positions secure are likely to be- 
come inert and unprogressive. This may be true in individual cases 
but it is not true of college teachers as a class, as is amply demonstrated 
by the history of higher education during the past thirty years. For 
in scarcely any other field of human activity has there been a more 
persistent re-examination of methods than in the profession of college 
teaching during these three decades. Thirty years ago there was 
almost no variation in the methods of instruction employed by 
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American universities and colleges. Virtually everywhere the same 
courses were taught in the same way—by the lecture method which 
had been imported from Germany and had become almost universal. 
This method has sometimes been described as a process by which ma- 
terial passes from the notebook of the lecturer to the notebook of the 
student without going through the heads of either. Such an aspersion 
is hardly justified, however, because there are some subjects, or parts 
of subjects, which can be more satisfactorily taught by the lecture 
method than by any other. It is a rather amusing circumstance that 
some of those who have unsparingly condemned the use of this method 
in colleges are the ones who now most vigorously applaud its use for 
adult education by radio. 

At any rate, as one surveys the field of educational methodology 
today, the multitude of experiments is literally bewildering. Semi- 
nars and pro-seminars, instruction by tutors and preceptors, case 
methods and problem methods, critiques and colloquiums, socialized 
recitations and ‘‘two-hour conferences,’’ comprehensive examinations 
and “‘new type’ examinations, intelligence tests and achievement 
tests, reading for honors and reading periods—the multiplicity of 
these new ventures in the educational process does not seem to indi- 
cate that college faculties are deficient in their zest for things that are 
new. 

Never before have we had so much instructional experimentation. 
Most of the experiments, if not all of them, can be grouped under three 
headings: (a) those which seek to integrate instruction, (>) those 
which aim to individualize instruction, and (c) those which try to do 
both by the same process. Fundamentally the so-called comprehen- 
sive examination is a device for integrating portions of the curriculum 
which have been shot to pieces by the granulation of subjects into 
courses, half-courses, and quarter-courses—each independent of all 
others. It illustrates the principle that you can sometimes more 
easily counteract an evil than eradicate it. The morcellement of 
college curricula has progressed beyond the power of the authorities 
to undo. Accordingly the comprehensive examination is being util- 
ized as a device for requiring the student to weave together a fabric 
of knowledge which his instructors have torn into little bits, and a 
rather successful contrivance for achieving this end it has proved to be. 

On the other hand the tutorial system, the group-discussion plan, 
the pro-seminar, and the smali-section method, with sectioning on 
the basis of ability—these and various other instructional expedients

embody a reaction against the older methods of mass teaching. 
They adapt the instruction to the needs of the individual student. 
The same is true of reading for honors, and of reading periods, save 
that these arrangements let the student do his own adapting. Occa- 
sionally one finds two institutions following substantially the same 
procedure, but calling it by different names and spending altogether 
unequal amounts of money on it—with each asserting the same 
measure of success. 

Not all new ventures succeed in politics, industry, or science. Not 
all innovations should expect to be successful in education. Some of 
the teaching methods that are now being extensively tried in universi- 
ties and colleges do not seem to have been devised with a clear notion 
of what an educational institution is supposed to train young men and 
women for. Self-discipline is being replaced by self-expression. 
There is already too little of one on the world and too much of the 
other. Some of these newer panaceas for undergraduate apathy were 
thrust upon us during the economic effervescence of the post-war 
decade. Easy money induces loose thinking. Possibly it has done 
so in this instance. Even if all these experiments should succeed, 
there are some educators who question whether in their totality they 
would ensure the attainment of the true collegiate objectives. 


The Need for an Impartial Evaluation of these Experiments 


Perhaps the most urgent need of the academic profession today is 
for a thorough survey and fair appraisal of these varied enterprises in 
the domain of improved college teaching. There is an especial need 
for such an inventory and evaluation, conducted on a national scale 
by unbiased outsiders, because every experiment in new methods of 
teaching seems to be a huge success locally, that is in the eyes of those 
who father it. Some of them are undoubtedly successful in fact, and 
by whatever standards judged; but it is by no means a certainty that 
all of them are. A great deal of money, for example, is being spent 
by colleges in cutting down the size of courses so that there will be not 
more than twenty or thirty students in any classroom receiving 
instruction at the same time. Irrespective of the subject taught and 
of the instructor's maturity, this reduction is everywhere assumed to 
result in more effective instruction; but we have no conclusive proof 
that it is achieving this result, at any rate in proportion to the heavily. 
increased expense which it involves. Great teachers rarely devote 
their lives to teaching small classes. Mark Hopkins never sat with 
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a future President on a log alongside him; he had a large classroom 
and it was always well-filled. It may be that teaching is effective in 
inverse ratio to the number of students who are being taught, but the 
proposition is hardly so self-evident as has been assumed. 


It is to be hoped, therefore, that the survey of college teaching 
which is to be made under the sponsorship of the American Associa- 
tion of University Professors during the coming year will include, 
among other things, a careful and sympathetic examination of all the 
newer methods of instruction which are now being tried in institutions 
of higher education and many of which are urged upon us as the real 
solution of our instructional problems. Such a study will involve a 
great deal of field work, with visits to many institutions in quest of 
the facts. It will also demand the cooperation of experts in the do- 
main of educational psychology, for men in that field of investigation 
are making important contributions to the art of teaching. 


The two years (1930-31) during which I have served as President 
of this Association have given me the opportunity to see at close 
range how much the organization is accomplishing in a quiet way, and 
how steadily its influence is widening. To the extent that its original 
purposes are being achieved, the credit belongs largely to our General 
Secretary whose good judgment, patience, and tolerance have been of 
incalculable value to the Association during the entire eighteen years 
of its existence. The American Association of University Professors 
is but the lengthened shadow of a man, and that man is Professor 
H. W. Tyler. May his days be long in the land! 


ADDRESS OF PROFESSOR YANDELL HENDERSON, UNIVERSITY 
MAINTENANCE Costs: BUILDING vs. INSTRUCTION! 


Reports coming to the Association from universities and colleges 
all over the country show that many are facing deficits and are 
discharging a part of their teaching staff or proposing considerable 
decrease of salaries. In every case the reason given by the college 
authorities is that the general depression has impaired income. 
But in some universities this is really only a part of the whole story. 
For several years past universities have been administered as if the 
funds, that have poured particularly into the richer institutions, 
were limitless. The personnel, however, has profited comparatively 
little. New schools and institutes, non-teaching, non-investigative 
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departments have been set up. The administrative organization 
has been enlarged and vast building programs are under way. As 
a result the percentage of university income devoted to salaries for 
teachers and investigators during the past decade, especially in the 
richer universities, shows a very general and marked decrease, and 
is almost certain to go still lower. The overhead expense has in- 
creased correspondingly. 

There are three principal causes for this subordination of teaching 
and scholarship to the material side of our universities. These causes 
are first: the mounting cost of running the plant and the drain 
which this expense involves upon income from general funds. The 
second cause is the swollen administrative expenses. The third 
cause is the practice of large donors and particularly of the great 
Foundations from which the universities draw a considerable part 
of their new funds, to refuse to contribute for schools and depart- 
ments aiready established in the universities, but insufficiently 
endowed, and to make their donations in large part to new and 
bizarre undertakings. The present financial trouble in universities 
is largely due to this unwise practice of these Foundations. 

The heavy load that an immense plant imposes upon general 
university endowment is not generally understood even by members 
of university faculties. In some institutions a maintenance fund 
of 33 per cent of the erection cost of each new building, except 
dormitories, is now set aside. This amount is, however, wholly 
insufficient. Investigations which I have been making, and which 
are as yet incomplete, indicate that the expenses of use of university 
buildings such as heating, lighting, insurance, cleaning, repairs, 
janitors, and the unavoidable additional secretarial staff when a 
department moves into a new building throw an expense upon the 
general funds of a university which often amounts to the income of 
a sum equal to the original cost of the building. At one university 
a particularly tragic situation has arisen from the expenses associated 
with the new buildings; for this expense has absorbed an amount 
of income from general endowment virtually equal to the entire 
interest from a fund of $20,000,000, subscribed by the Alumni four 
years ago and three-quarters paid in, particularly for the purpose of 
raising salaries. Now the authorities of that university announce 
an estimated deficit for the current year of $500,000 to $700,000. 
In many universities the acceptance of a few more millions for build- 
ings will produce virtual insolvency. Even if their incomes were 
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unimpaired a few more years of the present policy would bring them 
to a condition in which their entire income would be absorbed by 
plant and administration, with no funds for teachers. 


The obvious, if partial, remedies for this situation are that uni- 
versities should open no new buildings even if they are completed, 
until times improve. No donation in future should be accepted for 
a building that does not carry an equal amount for the expenses 
of using the building; in other words 50 per cent for building and 
50 per cent for endowment. Administrative and non-educational, 
non-investigative departments should be reduced as much as possible. 
And finally the great Foundations should be forced by an aroused 
public opinion to throw the whole of their remaining funds if necessary 
to the support of those essential, but unsensational, parts of uni- 
versities and colleges to which they have heretofore contributed 
comparatively little. 


ADDRESS OF PRESIDENT HUTCHINS, THE PROFESSOR Pays! 


I consider it very gracious of you to admit one who has been all 
his life ineligible for membership in this Association to your company 
this evening and to throw a good dinner in with it. I have always 
wondered why you excluded administrative officers from your 
councils. Insofar as I had an explanation, it was that you did not 
wish spies from the enemy’s camp to discover and betray your secrets. 
A careful inspection of your persons and procedures now leads me to 
suspect that you have scorned administrative officers, not feared 
them; that your attitude toward them is one of superiority, and that 
you have refused to have anything to do with them merely because 
you did not wish them to muddy the waters of your thinking or mar 
the perfect outlines of your pulchritude. 

With this point of view I am in entire accord. The race of college 
presidents would certainly not qualify for honors in a bathing beauty 
contest at Atlantic City, nor even in a baby parade at Asbury Park. 
Nor can I consider administrative intellectual processes as deserving 
much attention at the hands of a group like this. The public ex- 
pressions of a college president are merely the expressions of his 
taculty for which he is taking the credit. He is vox et praeterea 
nihil. Here you are the corpus; you need no vox but your own. 

And so I should not have the temerity to address you as an ad- 
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ministrative officer. Rather, I appear simply as an individual who 
has been hanging around educational institutions in one capacity or 
another as long as he can remember. For twenty-eight years except 
for a siesta of two in the Army that were not wholly devoid of educa- 
tional features I have not been outside of some sort of school or other. 
I have been in a Sunday school, a kindergarten, two grade schools, 
two preparatory schools, a tutoring school, a law school, a college, and 
two universities, either among the administering or those who were 
being administered. And as if this were not enough, through a sort of 
congenital weakness of character all the members of my family may be 
found lurking about various educational enterprises. One of my 
brothers is a master in a preparatory school, the other is a teacher in 
China, and my father, after a long and honorable career as a pro- 
fessor, has disgraced us all by becoming a college president. Under 
these circumstances you will understand that if I talk tonight as 
though I thought I knew something about education, it is not from 
conceit but from compulsion. It is not that I know education well; 
it is simply that I know nothing else at all. 

No one who has the slightest connection with education can fail 
to observe and applaud the work of this Association. Great progress 
has been made in the past twenty-five years in establishing the 
idea of academic freedom. To this Association must go the credit for 
the progress. Yet this progress should not blind us to the fact that 
academic freedom is not yet an academic question. It is an issue that 
is never settled, a battle that is never won. Four times in two years 
Chicago interests have raised with me the propriety of private or 
public utterances of members of our staff. On this point we must 
make ourselves entirely clear. The only question that can properly 
be raised about a professor with the institution to which he belongs is 
his competence in his field. His private life, his political views, his 
social attitudes, his economic doctrine, these are not the concern of his 
university; still less are they the concern of the public. I have no 
patience with the philosophy of “‘yes, but’’ as applied to this matter. 
Any position short of the one I have stated will be found to involve 
such compromises that nothing is left of academic freedom. 

A corollary of academic freedom with which the Association has 
concerned itself is the problem of tenure. But I think those who 
discuss this topic frequently overlook the fact that security of tenure 
is merely a corollary of academic freedom. If academic freedom were 
guaranteed we should not have to worry about tenure. Tenure is 
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what we use as a substitute for such guarantees. Tenure should not 
be more than this. If it is more than this it is a protection for in- 
competence, and nobody, I judge, is much interested in protecting 
that. Nevertheless we may be permitted an incredulous smile when 
business men attack permanent tenure as an educational idiosyncrasy 
that they would not tolerate ior a moment. Indeed one of the 
benefits of the depression is that we are less frequently urged to be 
business-like. The fact is that in most large businesses there is 
permanent tenure for men who have served faithfully over a long 
period. I have no thought of urging the abolition of permanent 
tenure. It is doubtless necessary now to protect liberty of thought 
and teaching; but I am certain that it should be restricted as far as 
possible, and not extended. And my reason is the reason for all 
that I have to say: the professor pays. 

It is generally supposed that there is some conflict and some in- 
evitable conflict between presidents and professors. The appearance 
of reality is given this supposition by the organization of our universi- 
ties. Under that organization the president is the only individual 
who can see the institution as a whole: its education, its research, 
its financial position, and its public relations. A dean is concerned 
primarily with his school; a chairman primarily with his department; 
and a professor primarily with his subject. In attempting to serve 
what he conceives to be the interests of the whole institution the 
president may differ with dean, chairman, or professor as to things 
they regard as important to the university. On the other hand the 
dean knows or ought to know more than the president about his 
school, the chairman more than either about his department, and the 
professor more than all three about his subject. In their efforts to 
carry them on they may differ with the president as to the things he 
regards as important to their school, their department, or their work. 
Nevertheless, if we assume an honest and intelligent president, like all 
the presidents I have known, and an honest and intelligent faculty, 
like all the faculties I have known, these difficulties become minor and 
insignificant, provided there is mutual understanding of one fact: the 
professor pays. 

It is important to both presidents and professors to learn to regard 
the income of the university as one fund. If it is spent for one 
purpose it cannot, oddly enough, be spent for another. Even where 
new funds are made available for new enterprises they never cover 
their cost. They may cover all the obvious costs; but they cannot 
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pay for the administrative and professorial attention they demand, 
which is taken away from the existing operations. Where additional 
funds are not provided for additional undertakings we have a clear 
case where money is diverted from the betterment of present work 
for the sake of something new. The money of a university is not 
money for this and money for that. It is the money of the university. 
If spent for this it cannot be spent for that. 

Now the principal aim of an American university today should 
be to improve and dignify the status of the professor. It is now a 
truism—so true that it has found its way into the editorial columns of 
the press—that a university depends on men, and I may add, on 
women. In attempting to bring good men and women into the 
profession and keep them there we must give first consideration to 
their salaries. Their salaries and increases in their salaries should 
be a first charge on that single fund which is the university’s income. 
For everything else that is done with it the professor pays. Indeed 
it is not too much to say that for everything that goes on in the uni- 
versity the professor pays. 

He certainly pays for the permanence of his tenure. Perhaps it is 
worth the price. He pays if the university permits or encourages 
him to do extension and summer teaching to get enough to live on, 
when it ought to pay him a regular salary adequate for that purpose. 
As the Yale Chapter has shown, he pays for the multiplication of the 
staff. I have never been able to determine whether the multiplication 
of the staff causes the multiplication of courses or whether the mul- 
tiplication of courses causes the multiplication of the staff. In any 
case, the consequences are clear. In the absence of additional endow- 
ment specifically for additional work, suggestions that additional work 
be done amount to suggestions that the salaries of the present staff 
remain as nearly constant as possible. It does not seem to me in- 
dispensable that every university cover every section of every field 
all the time. The university with the longest list of courses is not 
necessarily the greatest. Until a university can say that its professors 
are receiving salaries of which it need not be ashamed it can derive 
little satisfaction from the thought that its faculty is getting larger 
every year. The professor pays for the enlargement. 

Particularly does he pay if new appointments are poorly made and 
made without regard to the interests of the university as a whole. 
The excellence of the entire staff is of concern to the professor, for 
their compensation is a charge on that fund from which he derives his 
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own. A bad permanent appointment is a permanent drain on that 
fund and he should insist that each department exercise extreme care 
in making one. In his own department he should, then, ask whether 
a new appointment is needed at all, and if so he should rigorously 
inquire into the qualifications of the candidate. 

The professor pays, not only for additional personnel and in- 
competent personnel, but also for the wasteful organization of in- 
struction and research. At one university with which I was once 
connected we had eight separate psychological shows on the campus 
for which the professor directly or indirectly paid. Under the old two 
major rule at Chicago if fifty men were added to the staff three hun- 
dred new courses were automatically added. The professor paid for 
that rule. The difficulties involved in revising the curriculum in 
any university result from the vested interests of the staff. Courses 
have always been given. Research funds have always been available. 
Even though courses are duplicated many times and research workers 
have long since expired, what has been must always be. Yet if the 
status of the professor is to be dignified and improved, the administra- 
tion and the faculty must constantly study the educational and re- 
search program of the institution with a view to promoting sim- 
plicity, efficiency, and economy. The professor pays for his vested 
interests. 

For some things, as I have suggested, the professor cannot pay too 
high a price. He cannot pay too high a price for freedom. Perhaps 
he is not paying too high a price for the permanence of his tenure. 
For some things he can pay and is paying far too high a price. Con- 
sider what any university at this moment is paying for superfluous 
personnel, incompetent personnel, and the wasteful organization of 
instruction and research, and ask yourselves what would happen to 
the salaries of the professors in that university if all that money were 
available to increase the compensation of those that deserved it. 
The truth is that the resources of almost any great university would be 
today adequate to place the American professor on the economic plane 
which he should inhabit if they could be freely directed to that end. 
They cannot be directed to that end by presidents and boards of 
trustees alone. In that effort the faculties must themselves co- 
operate. 

I am not so naive as to assume that I have told you anything new. 
At any rate it is an attitude that I am seeking to express, and not a 
program. But if that attitude is one that finds favor in your sight, 
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I suggest that it may have some effect upon your program. The 
constructive effort that the Association has made to establish aca- 
demic freedom may perhaps be duplicated in the preachment of the 
gospel that the professor pays. I can think of no greater service 
that your various chapters could render their institutions and educa- 
tion generally than the study in their own colleges and universities of 
the organization of education and research, in the effort to recommend 
to the administration and the faculty methods by which their effi- 
ciency may be increased without reducing their effectiveness. 

The present economic crisis is certain to produce great changes 
in the resources of our universities. It is important that you who 
have long safeguarded the professor, should safeguard him still by 
seeing to it that we do not meet this crisis by reducing his income 
and lowering his status. Only the professors can save him from this 
fate. 


ADDRESS OF PROFESSOR DODGE, COLLEGE AND UNIVERSITY 
TEACHING! 


President Munro has been good enough to furnish me with the 
material which he presented to the Carnegie Foundation and to the 
Carnegie Corporation when applying for the funds in support of 
the proposed survey. The outline is presented here almost in its 
entirety. 


1. Recommendations as to methods for the improvement of college 
teaching, if they are to be really effective, must come from the 
teachers themselves. They are the ones most concerned in the 
improvement. Recommendations from sources other than their 
own group are naturally apt to be received with skepticism and 
an adverse reaction.

The inquiry and recommendations should be based on a study 
of the existing facts as ascertained primarily through field studies: 


(a) From surveys in certain fields of teaching already made 
by organizations such as the Modern Language Associa- 
tion 

(6) From college teachers 

(c) From administrative officers and from departments of 
education 
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(d) From students 
(e) From recent graduates 


3. The scope of the inquiry may be indicated by giving the following 
outline of some general questions which should be answered by 
such a self-survey: 


1. What constitutes effective college teaching? 
(a) Objectives 
(b) Methods 
(c) Measurement of results 


Il. How can good teaching be differentiated from poor 
teaching? 

(a) By a regular system of student ratings? 

(b) By some form of general examinations conducted 
in whole or in part by external examiners? 

(c) By securing evaluations from students or from 
recent graduates? 

(d) By some form of interscholastic intellectual com- 
petition ? 

(e) By some other forms of objective appraisal ? 


III. How can the incentives to good teaching be increased? 
(a) Promotions for good teaching on an equal basis 
with proficiency in research? 
(b) Special salary provisions for especially good 
teachers? 
(c) Possible methods of giving special distinction 
among colleagues? 


IV. Improvements in the methods of teaching 

(a) Better recruiting of the profession 

(b) Closer supervision of the work of younger in- 
structors by heads of departments and others 

(c) Courses on methods of teaching in the graduate 
schools 

(d) Development of practice teaching (under super- 
vision) by assistants and teaching fellows during 
their careers as graduate students 

(e) Reduction in the weekly teaching load. 
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V. Relation of teaching and research 

(a) Should a differentiation be made between research 
men and teachers in college faculties? 

(6) Relation of outside activities to the quality of 
teaching 

(c) Possible use of sabbatical years as a means of 
improving quality of teaching rather than for 
doing research work 


VI. What experiments in the field of improved teaching tech- 
nique are proving most successful? 
An inquiry into the methods and the results obtained 
at institutions which have been conducting such ex- 
periments. An evaluation of these results by a group 
of outstanding professors representing various fields 
of scholarship and a variety of institutions. 


Of course, that last sentence is the key to the proposed organiza- 
tion of the survey. ‘There would be a general committee chosen by 
the Council of this Association to represent different types of subject 
matter and of institutions; ¢. g., a member representing the natural 
sciences, one representing the social sciences, one representing the 
languages and literatures, etc. The committee would also embody 
representation from the large endowed institutions, the state uni- 
versities, and the small colleges, possibly from the technical institu- 
tions as well. One or more professors of education would be included 
in the general committee. 

“The value of this undertaking would depend mainly upon the 
constructive suggestions unanimously agreed upon and embodied in 
the report. These recommendations would be submitted to, and 
should have the endorsement of, the American Association of Uni- 
versity Professors as a body. They would then go to the 11,000 
members of the Association.” 

One of the things which the committee will do is to study existing 
material bearing on the problem of the improvement of college and 
university teaching. In the decade from 1919 to 1928, inclusive, 
there were published on the problem of college and university teach- 
ing 1162 contributions, covering 48,000 pages. Many of the mem- 
bers of our Association are unaware of the existence of much of this 
material. 

A hope that I have in connection with this survey is that all our 
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chapters may be active, not only in the study of material furnished 
them for criticism but also in connection with investigations of college 
teaching in their own institutions. In fact, each one of the 11,000 
members of this Association should have an active interest in this 
survey even if all that some do is to disagree with everything that is 
being done. 

I have never liked to think of our association as being primarily a 
protective organization, but have preferred to think of it as being, 
in addition, the Association which can be regarded as most respon- 
sible for, and most concerned with, the improvement of teaching 
in our colleges and universities. 

The professors of education have done great things with the ele- 
mentary schools, as all of us know who have children in these schools. 
There they have demonstrated the effectiveness of their methods. 
They are also dominating the secondary school field, but many people 
question the value of their activities at this level. 

At the present time professors of education are invading the college 
and the graduate school. We have no fear whatever from the best 
of them. Let us hope that through this survey the academic pro- 
fessor and the professor of education may work together not only in 
this general committee, but also in the chapters of the Association, 
in the study of these common problems. 

Another reason why it is necessary to consider the relation of the 
academic professor to the professor of education is because of the 
present movement in the direction of the degree of Doctor of Educa- 
tion or toward some other recognition of the fact that about seventy- 
five per cent of the product of the graduate schools goes into teaching. 
Our graduate schools have become, to a large degree, professional 
schoo!s for the training of teachers. As you know, President Wilkins 
of Oberlin has been a member of the Committee of the Association of 
American Colleges working on the problem of the improvement of 
college teaching. The committee prepared a report several years 
ago in which one finds this statement: “‘We believe that the two 
major elements in the graduate training of prospective college 
teachers should continue to be mastery of the content of the subject 
to be taught and some experience in research within the field of the 
subject to be taught.” 

The Committee also says that they desire that the graduate schools 
admit to candidacy for the doctorate only students who have a broad 
range of intellectual interest and experience. Although they state 
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that they would like attention given to adequate training in the 
methods of teaching as applied to the particular department of 
knowledge in which the student is working, a study of this recom- 
mendation shows that they had in mind work under the direction 
of the department rather than courses in “methods of teaching’ 
conducted by professors of education. Yet we find that it is often 
assumed that a considerable part of the responsibility for the prepa- 
ration of doctoral candidates for teaching will be assumed by professors 
of education. This movement finds its extreme expression in certain 
of the programs of graduate study leading to the degree of Doctor 
of Education in which the main emphasis is taken from subject matter 
and placed on work in the field of education. 

We must face squarely the problem of whether the responsibility 
for the training of doctoral candidates preparing for teaching is to fall 
upon the school of Education or upon the subject matter department. 
It is clear that some recognition is demanded of the need for two 
types of training, one a preparation primarily for research, and the other 
a preparation primarily for teaching. How to meet this need is one 
of the important problems which must be faced in this survey. 

This Association has an opportunity to encourage organizations 
within the special fields of learning to give more attention to the 
problem of improving teaching. It seems possible that through the 
survey we can encourage the formation of sections for the study of 
teaching problems. Or, in case this cannot be accomplished, we can en- 
courage those who are interested in teaching problems to form organiza- 
tions similar to the one in the field of physics to which I have referred. 

No matter how much we may do in the way of specific teacher 
training while students are being prepared in subject matter in the 
college and in the graduate school; no matter how much we may do 
afterwards, when they are actually engaged in teaching, by super- 
vision or various other schemes for improving teaching; no matter 
how much may be done by the individual to improve his own teach- 
ing, in the end the results are limited by the possibilities of the raw 
material which comes into the mill. We must give very careful 
study to methods by which the teaching profession can be made more 
attractive to those young people who will be successful in this field. 

Perhaps we can summarize the results which might be accom- 
plished by the survey by thinking of it as an attempt to make 
the college a place where both the teacher, the research man, and 
the student can work together happily, and with a common purpose, 
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ACADEMIC FREEDOM AND TENURE! 


At the last Annual Meeting, the Committee on Academic Freedom 
and Tenure reported that more cases had been handled during the 
year than ever before in its history. The year 1931 was an unusually 
hectic year for the Committee, its activity far exceeding that of 1930. 
The following comparative tabulation clearly shows how greatly the 
work of the year has exceeded that of any of the three previous years.

The activity of Committee A perhaps may best be judged by the 
number of ‘‘new cases opened during the year.’ The average of 
1928 and 1929 shows 18 such cases. In 1930 this number had in- 
creased fifty per cent. In 1931 the number of new cases was more 
than double that of the previous year, or its activity more than 
three times that of an average year. 

It is encouraging to note that the Committee has not fallen behind 
despite the unprecedented amount of work. Most of the cases 
pending are still in the early stages of their development; several 
others, while not entirely disposed of, will need little further attention. 

In line with last year’s report, a second tabulation is presented to 
indicate the various methods by which cases have been handled in 
the successive years:

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All of the cases described as ‘‘otherwise handied”’ are still insuf- 
ficiently developed for definite decision as to the methods which 
ought to be employed. 

The members of the Association can learn of the activity of Com- 
mittee A only when published statements of decisions reached are 
printed in the Bulletin. The average number of cases appearing in 
this way in the three years 1928-30 is less than a dozen. Some of 
these single cases, like that of Ohio State University, represent very 
heavy work on the part of the Committee. A reference to the above 
table will show that for every case that is reported in the Bulletin 
there are three other cases for which no statements are published, 
and concerning which the average member of the Association as- 
certains nothing. As the members of the Association know, facili- 
ties for investigation are necessarily severely limited by the fact 
that the Committee must depend on voluntary work from men who 
are already very busy at their regular tasks. 

The report for last year suggested the possibility of a close con- 
nection between the depressed financial conditions prevailing in the 
country and the quantity of business brought to the attention of 
Committee A. The year 1931 has contained events which have 
shown beyond a doubt that the financial stringency is unquestionably 
a ruling factor in the enlargement of the Committee’s work. Money 
troubles may lead in at least three ways to the disturbance of academic 
tenure. To begin with, it has occasionally been necessary during 
the year to abolish a department or to drop a teacher simply because 
there were no funds to continue the work, and not because the work 
had been unsatisfactorily done. Where such facts exist, there seems 

to be no just cause for complaint on the part of the Association, al- 
though of course every such situation must give rise to deep regret. 
In the second place, it is occasionally suspected that financial strin- 
gency is put forward as an ostensible reason for dropping a teacher 
when, as a matter of fact, the real reasons are quite different. Such 
situations are hard to uncover, but the Committee feels bound to say 
that on the evidence before it this kind of action appears to have been 
comparatively rare. On the whole, college presidents and boards of 
trustees have striven to act carefully, discriminatingly, and justly in 
reducing their staffs because of money stringency. In the third place, 
it is unquestionable that many of the complaints laid before the Com- 
mittee during 1931 would not have been made in more prosperous 
years when new positions were easier to obtain. Thus it may be 
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assumed that with a return of the country to more normal conditions 
a distinct drop in the amount of business of Committee A will also 
occur. This is a consummation ardently desired by the members of 
the Committee and by the officers of the Association. 

What has just been said implies that the presentation of many cases 
to the Committee on Academic Freedom and Tenure is an unhappy 
sign of the times from every angle. During the current year, how- 
ever, one hopeful factor has been observed which ought not to be 
overlooked. Past experience has indicated that interposition by the 
Association in cases of actual or threatened unjustifiable dismissals 
more often tends to prevent the repetition of such action in the future 
than to benefit the immediate victims. This year, however, in at 
least nine cases the Association's good offices led to settlements in the 
form of reappointments or money adjustments which were fairly satis- 
factory to the teachers whose tenure was at issue. It is to be hoped 
that such results, instead of becoming rarer with the return of pros- 
perity, will increase consistently both in actual number and in pro- 
portion to the cases handled by the Committee. Settlements of 
this kind are a tribute not merely to the growing influence of the As- 
sociation, but equally to the fair-minded attitude of college and uni- 
versity administrators. 

In the history of the Association up to the present we have at all 
times been ready to go to the assistance of a professor when he was 
threatened with trouble with the college administration. We have 
given unhesitatingly of our time and energy, even though the pro- 
fessor may not have been a member of the Association or though he 
may have been at a college of inferior grade not on the accredited 
list and little better than a high school. We have kept on asking 
ourselves whether we can continue this generous expenditure of the 
Association's energy. If the depressed financial conditions continue 
in the country, from the principle of self-preservation we may be 
forced to adopt a less lavish method of procedure. This is a question 
which the Council acting in its capacity as representatives of the 
membership of the Association, must help the Committee to decide. 


REPORT OF COMMITTFE ON PENSIONS AND INSURANCE! 


Income Tax Questions 


The Commissioner of Internal Revenue of the Treasury Depart- 
ment of the United States has affirmed his ruling that the sums 


' Presented at the Annual Meeting, November 27, 28, 1931. 
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contributed by a college or university under annuity contracts of 
the Teachers Insurance and Annuity Association of America, are 
taxable as income of the contract holder in the year in which the 
contributions are made. This ruling was contained in a letter of 
March 25, 1931, written in reply to a series of questions submitted 
by the Teachers Insurance and Annuity Association. The Com- 
missioner adheres to the position taken in his letter of July 22, 1930, 
in reply to an inquiry by this Committee, with respect to such an- 
nuity contracts. A summary of the latter ruling was published 
in the Bulletin of this Association (December, 1930, p. 573). While 
the second ruling goes into somewhat greater detail, it adds sub- 
stantially nothing to the first. The annuity payments received by 
the contract holder under such a contract will not be taxable income 
until the aggregate of payments exceeds the aggregate of the sums 
contributed by the professor and by the university (exclusive of 
interest). 

The Chairman of this Committee has by correspondence and by 
personal conference urged upon the Teachers Insurance and Annuity 
Association the importance of contesting the legal correctness of 
these rulings. They may be set aside either by a contest before 
the Board of Tax Appeals or by a contest in a Federal court. The 
Insurance Association has been asked to bear the expenses of litiga- 
tion. It is pointed out that while the added tax burden of any one 
professor in any one year at current rates will not be very great, the 
aggregate tax burden imposed upon all contract holders over a series 
of years, especially after the present low rates have been increased, 
will run into thousands of dollars. If the university’s contribution is 
not taxable when paid in, under the wording of the present law as 
interpreted by your Committee it will not be taxed when paid out. 
Since the amounts contributed by the university under the Harvard 
plan, or similar plans whereby the university maintains its own retire- 
ment fund, are not taxable when paid in, it is to the interest of the 
Teachers Insurance and Annuity Association to obtain the withdrawal 
of this ruling which operates invidiously upon their contracts. 

The Insurance Association has pointed out to the Commissioner 
the inconsistency of certain other rulings with the one in question, 
because the annuity contract holder cannot withdraw the sums 
contributed by the university except in the form of an annuity. 
However, the Bureau of Internal Revenue under date of November 
14, 1951, has replied that this factor was duly considered in arriving 
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at the prior rulings. At present this Committee is continuing to 
urge that a test case be brought. 

The foregoing rulings do not affect professors in state-supported 
colleges or universities whose salaries are not taxable as income 
under the Federal law, pursuant to a regulation of the Bureau of 
Internal Revenue.

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COMMITTEE A STATEMENT 
MISSISSIPPI WOMAN’S COLLEGE 


Late in March, 1931, Professor Carroll W. Griffin called the atten- 
tion of the Association to difficulties with respect to his tenure at the 
Mississippi Woman’s College, Hattiesburg, Mississippi. Professor 
Griffin was director of the Department of Science at this institution, 
and had a very satisfactory record of service. Professor H. W. 
Moseley, secretary of the Association's chapter at Tulane University, 
at the request of the Chairman of Committee A kindly agreed to 
examine the situation and report his conclusions. 

Professor Moseley found that in February, 1931, Professor Griffin 
received through the hands of the Dean a communication from the 
Instruction Committee of the Board of Trustees to the effect that 
“for the best interests of the college’ he would not be reappointed 
at the conclusion of the academic year 1930-31. Professor Griffin 
forthwith commenced an earnest attempt to ascertain what charges 
had been made against him, and to fix responsibility for this action 
by the committee. After many interviews with various persons he 
concluded that the real reason for his dismissal was a paper which he 
had read at a faculty meeting. This paper dealt with what was in 
his opinion a complete breakdown of the honor system and set forth 
a flagrant case of cheating in a biology examination under his juris- 
diction. The paper was presented both as a statement of fact and 
also as an indication of the attitude which Professor Griffin intended 
to take in his department toward such matters in the future; namely, 
that the Department of Science might proctor their own examinations 
and might expel from the department any student found guilty of 
cheating. The statement invited an expression of opinion by the 
faculty. The communication received very little discussion at the 
time, and was never again opened up for consideration. It became 
a part of the faculty minutes. 

In the course of his inquiry, Professor Moseley concluded that 
Professor Griffin’s dismissal had resulted from the incident of his 
statement to the faculty. Certain other charges were made or sug- 
gested, but they seemed trivial. Professor Moseley interviewed 
President Johnson and members of the faculty. The President ap- 
proved the faculty list and arranged for private personal contacts. 
Professor Moseley felt that, in presenting the matter as he did at the 
faculty meeting, Professor Griffin did an excellent thing in an 
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undiplomatic way. ‘The wording of his communication offended the 
administration by apparent suggestion that Professor Griffin pro- 
posed to disregard the honor system and to handle honor matters 
in his own way so far as his department was involved. The paper 
further suggested that the administration had tampered with the 
operation of the honor system in the particular case narrated. These 
suggestions may not have been intended, but were reasonable inter- 
pretations. 

Professor Moseley hoped that an amicable adjustment might be 
made. He suggested that Professor Griffin should be permitted to 
withdraw the original communication completely from the faculty 
record with a public statement to the faculty of his high purpose in 
presenting the paper, and of complete lack of intention to embarrass 
the administration. As a second step, Professor Griffin was to sub- 
stitute another paper setting forth the statement of facts and condi- 
tions, and finally to offer a resolution to the faculty for the appoint- 
ment of a committee to study the operation of the honor system and 
make appropriate recommendations. Professor Griffin was willing 
to follow this procedure, and President John L. Johnson did not con- 
vey to Professor Moseley the impression that such adjustment was 
impossible. 

Subsequently, President Johnson in conversation told Professor 
Griffin that he was trying to line up the Board in favor of a plan by 
which the professor might be reinstated. Upon one occasion the 
president actually said that all the members of the Board save one 
had been lined up, and that he had hope of bringing this member 
around within a few days. Almost immediately following these in- 
formal reassurances Professor Griffin received from the Secretary of 
the Board of Trustees a letter dated July 2, 1931, definitely stating 
that Professor Griffin had not been elected to a position on the faculty 
for 1931-32. On July 3, 1931, President Johnson wrote Secretary 
Tyler a letter containing the following paragraph: ‘I had a con- 
versation with Professor Moseley at the close of his recent visit, and 
I acted upon his suggestions. I shall inform him of the results of 
our action.’’ President Johnson’s attempts to explain this para- 
doxical situation have not satisfied Professor Moseley. The con- 
clusion seems reasonable that in his dealings with Professor Griffin, 
Professor Moseley, and the officials of the Association, the president 
has been distinctly disingenuous. 

During his inquiry Professor Moseley reached and reported the 
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conclusion that President Johnson is autocratic in his dealings with 
faculty in administrative matters. In his judgment, Professor Grif- 
fin’s communication to the faculty did not constitute a sufficient 
ground for dismissal. 

Since the conclusion of this investigation the resignation of President 
Johnson has been accepted. 
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CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE I—NAME AND OBJECT 


1. ‘The name of this Association shall be the American Association 
of University Professors. 

2. Its objects shall be to facilitate a more effective cooperation 
among teachers and investigators in universities and colleges, and 
in professional schvols of similar grade, for the promotion of the 
interests of higher education and research, and in general to increase 


the usefulness and advance the standards and ideals of the profession. 
ARTICLE II—MEMBERSHIP 


|. There shall be four classes of members: Active, Associate, 
Honorary, and Junior. 

2. Active Members. Any university or college teacher or inves- 
tigator who holds, and for three years has held, a position of teaching 
or research in a university or college (not including independent 
junior colleges) in the United States or Canada, or in a professional 
school of similar grade, may be nominated for membership in the 
Association. 

4. Associate members shall include those members who, ceasing 
to be eligible for active membership, are transferred with the approval 
of the Council to associate membership. 

4. Any associate member, or member eligible for transfer to 
associate membership, may be elected by the Council to honorary 
membership by reason of distinguished achievements in teaching or 
research. 

5. Junior members shall be graduate students or persons eligible 
for nomination as active members except in length of service. Mem- 
bership for a junior member shall not extend beyond five years. 

6. Associate, honorary, and junior members shall have the right 
of attendance at the annual meetings of the Association without the 
right to vote or hold office. 


ARTICLE ITI—OFFICERS 


1. The Officers of this Association shall be a President, two Vice- 
Presidents, a General Secretary, an Executive Secretary, a Treasurer, 
and thirty elective members of the Council, together with members 
of the Council ex officio as provided in Section 4. The term of 
office of the President, the Vice-Presidents, and the General Secretary 
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shall be two years, subject to the provision cf Section 3 of this Article. 

2. The term of office of members of the Council shall be three 
years, ten members retiring annuaily. 

3. The President, the Vice-Presidents, the General Secretary, and 
the elective members of the Council shall be elected by a majority 
vote of members present and voting at the annual meeting. The 
Executive Secretary and the Treasurer shall be elected by the Council. 
Whenever a vacancy occurs in any office, because of the death, resig- 
nation, or disability of the officer concerned, the Council shall have 
power to fill the vacancy, but the person so chosen shall hold office 
only until the next annual meeting. Whenever the annual meeting 
fails to elect a successor to an officer whose term is about to expire, 
such officer shall continue to hold office until a successor is elected at the 
next annual meeting, provided, however, that the Council shall have 
power in its discretion to elect a successor to such retiring officer, but the 
person so elected shall hold office only until the next annual meeting. 

4. Ex-presidents of the Association shall be members of the Coun- 
cil ex officio for the five years next succeeding their terms of office. 

5. The President, Vice-Presidents, and members of the Council 
shall not be immediately eligible for re-election upon the expiration 
of their terms, but this shall not be applicable to persons appointed 
by the Council under the provision of Section 3 of this Article. 

6. The Executive Secretary shall be the general executive officer 
of the Association. He will be responsible for the management of its 
work under the general direction of the Officers and the Council. 


ARTICLE IV-—ELECTION OF MEMBERS 


1. There shall be a Committee on Admissions, the number and 
mode of appointment of which shall be determined by the Council. 

2. Nominations for active and junior membership may be made 
to the General Secretary of the Association by any three members 
of the Association. 

3. It shall be the duty of the General Secretary to publish every 
nomination in the next following issue of the Bulletin of the Associa- 
tion, and to transmit it to the Committee on Admissions. 

4. All persons receiving the affirmative vote of two-thirds of the 
members of the Committee on Admissions shall become members 
of the Association upon payment of the annual dues. No nomination 
shall be voted on, however, within thirty days after its publication in 
the Bulletin. 
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5. On fulfilling the requirements of Article II, a junior member 
may, on recommendation of the Committee on Admissions, be trans- 
ferred to active membership. 


ARTICLE V—TuHeE CouNCIL 


1. The President, Vice-Presidents, General Secretary, and Trea- 
surer shall be members of the Council ex officto and the President shall 
act as its chairman. 

2. The Council shall make all arrangements for the annual meet- 
ing, sending a copy of the program at least one month in advance 
to every member of the Association. 

3. The Council shall present a written report to the Association 
at the annual meeting. 

4. The Council may appoint committees to investigate and report 
upon subjects germane to the purposes of the Association. 


ARTICLE VI—By-Laws 


By-Laws may be adopted at any annual meeting of the Association. 


ArTicLeE VII—Duves, TERMINATION OF MEMBERSHIP 


1. Each active member shall pay four dollars and each associate 
or junior member shall pay three dollars to the Treasurer as annual 
dues, and no member who is in default shall be qualified to exercise 
any privileges of membership. 

2. Honorary members shall pay nv dues. 

3. Non-payment of dues by an active, associate, or junior member 
for two years shall terminate membership, but in such a case a mem- 
ber may be reinstated by the Council on payment of arrears.! 

4. For proper cause a member may be suspended, or his member- 
ship may be terminated, by a two-thirds vote of the Council at any 
regular or special meeting; but such member shall be notified of 
the proposed action, with the reasons therefor, at least four weeks 
in advance of the meeting and shall be given a hearing if he so requests. 


ARTICLE VIII—PERIODICAL 


The periodical shall be under the editorial charge of a committee 
appointed by the Council; copies of it shall be sent to all members. 


1 It has been voted by the Council that the Aulictin be discontinued at the end of one 
year and that, in case of subsequent reinstatement, payment be required for that year only. 
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ARTICLE _[X—AMENDMENTS 


1. The Constitution may be amended by a two-thirds vote of 
those present and voting at any annual meeting; provided that writ- 
ten notice of any proposed amendment shall be sent to the General 
Secretary by five members of the Association not later than two 
months before the annual meeting. 

2. It shall be the duty of the General Secretary to send a copy 
of all amendments thus proposed to the members of the Association 
at least one month before the annual meeting. 


ARTICLE X—ANNUAL MEETING 


The Association shall meet annually at such time and place as 
the Council may select. The members of the Association in each 
institution may elect one or more delegates to the annual meeting. 
At the annual meeting questions shall ordinarily be determined by 
majority vote of the delegates present and voting, but on request 
of one-third of the delegates present a proportional vote shall be 
taken. When a proportional vote is taken the delegates from each 
institution shall be entitled to one vote and, in case of an institution 
with more than fifteen members of the Association, to one vote for 
every ten members or majority fraction thereof. The votes to which 
the delegates from each institution are entitled shall be equally di- 
vided among its delegates present and voting. 


ARTICLE XI-—CHAPTERS 


Whenever the active members in a given institution number sev>n 
or more, they shall constitute a Chapter of the Association. Each 
Chapter shall elect annually a President, a Secretary, and a Treasurer, 
and such other officers as the Chapter may determine. It shall be 
the duty of the Secretary of the Chapter to report to the General 
Secretary of the Association the names of the officers of the Chapter. 
In case of failure of any Chapter to elect the officers above provided 
for, the President, General Secretary, and Treasurer of the Associa- 
tion shall have power to appoint, from among the members of the 
Association connected with the institution concerned, officers for the 
Chapter in question. 
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BY-LAWS 


1. Nomination for Office-——At each annual meeting the President 
shall appoint a committee of five, not members of the Council or 
other officers of the Association, to present nominations for the offices 
to be filled at the next annual meeting. These nominations shall 
be mailed by the Secretary to all members of the Association not 
later than one month before the meeting at which they are to be 
voted upon; and blanks shall be provided upon which additional 
nominations may be made. At the annual meeting, the nominations 
of the committee and any other nominations proposed in writing by 
ten or more members of the Association shall be voted upon by ballot 
by those present at the annual meeting. No proxies shall be allowed. 

2. Council Meetings.—A special meeting of the Council shall be 
called by the President on the written request of at least eight mem- 
bers of the Council and notice of such meeting shall be mailed to every 
member two weeks in advance. 

3. Fiscal Year.—The fiscal year of the Association shall extend 
from January Ist to December 31st of each year, inclusive. 

4. Chapters—The Council may allow the establishment in an 
institution of more than one chapter if such action is deemed necessary 
on account of the geographical separation of different parts of the 
institution. 

5. A chapter may invite to its meetings any person it desires who 
is not eligible for membership, such as administrative officers and 
persons who have taught less than three years, those whose work 
cannot be classified as teaching or research, or members of the Asso- 
ciation who are not members of the chapter. It may establish annual 
dues of one dollar or less. If it seems desirable the chapter may meet 
with other local organizations. 

(i. Chapters should not as such make recommendations to ad- 
ministrative officers of their institutions on matters of individual 
appointment, promotion, or dismissal. In local matters which would 
ordinarily come before the faculties for action, members of chapters 
should in general act in their individual capacity as members of 
faculties rather than in the name of the chapter.
